Police Investigate 


Suspected Forger 


W, H. Broach Held Here on 


the Charge of Passing 


' "Worthless Checks—Other 
| Local Activities. 


The arrest of W. H. Broach, on a 


KJharge of peddling without a license. 
baa brought to light several charges 
of check forging and 
other com- 


plaints. 
Broach Is wanted in Figs- 


'boro, Henry county, on charges of 
'forging checks on various peisons, 
'from whom he is alleged to have pur- 
chased goods. 
He Is said to have 


ipassed bogus checks amounting to 
$120. 
In the meantime, it has de- 


'veloped that Broach is alleged to 
have forged several checks and pass- 
;ed, them in this city, although no 
'formal warrants had been issued to 
this effect this morning. 
Broach was placed under arrest 


'arrest last night near the depot by 
'Police Officers O. S. Mayberry and W. 
C. Talley, with the assistance of Tal- 
,ley's bulldog, which figured in the 
.capture. Although the local police de- 
tectives and other officers are said to 
jhave been working on the case for 
»about a week and have been seeking 
jBoach, it was the above mentioned 
[officers who caught the man only a 
Short time after they had heard of 
:tbe case last night. He was captured 
.near the depot just as he was prepar- 
ing to leaxe town in an automobile 
'He is said to have acknowledged to 
•the officers that he realized he had 
"'played hell," and that he had decid- 
led to lea\e town at the first oppor- 
tunity and was preparing to do so 
|when arrested. 
When asked where 


•he wa.3 going, Broach stated that he 
ihad not fully made up his mind. 
' 
Officer Mayberry, who was unfa- 


tmiliar with the case, was the recip- 
Jient of information last night about 
•8 o'clock that the man was preparing 
to leave town, and was told of the 
lalleged charges. 
In a few minutes 


Mayberry "was on his way to the 
scene. 
On the way he met Talley, 


and the two soon had Broach under 
arrest. They found Broach near the 
depot. 
Talley carried his bulldog 


along 
Just before the officers reach- 


ed the man, he attempted to run, 
but Talley "set" the dog on him and 
he immediately stopped and surren- 
dered. 
From v.hat can be learned, Broach 


has been in the custom of making 
trips to Henry county, buying up lots 
of produce and returning here to sell 
it. For this he is alleged to have been 
issuing checks which were found to 
be no good. He is said to haie pass- 
ed worthless paper for JSO on one 
pgrrson and $28 on another in paying 
#3&|s^Juce which he had purchased 
i 


'jp ^y**tinsvi!le nolice learned of th» 
transactions, and notified the local of- 
ficers to arrest Broach. In the mean- 
time a. warrant charging him with 
peddling Without a license was issued 
The hearing on this charge was set 
for tomorro-.v, at Broach's request. 


Although as >et no formal charges 


have been brought. Broach Is under- 
stood to have passed several worth- 
less checks here and to have raised a 
note $400. The Haraway Meat Com- 
pany is said to have been the victim 
of a bad check for a small amount. 
Broach is alleged to have purchased a 
Buick automobile some time ago and 
prevailed on W. G. Smith, who has 
.since died, to endorse a note. This 
was done, and Broach is said to have 
raised the note $400. The officers arc 
now working on this phase of the 
case. x Edgar Smith, a brother of the 
dead man, is said to have also taken 
a hand in the matter in behalf of his 
brother's widow, and has secured an 
attorney with the intention of bring- 
ing charges. 
The police say that Broach has ad- 


mitted to them that he owed the 
Smith family so.Tie ruuiiey in connec- 
tion with the purchase of the automo- 
bile, but that he was preparing to set- 
tle up as soon as possible. He stated 
that he also owes several other debts, 
•which he was also getting ready to 
settle, and would do so, were he not 
in jail. This statement seems some- 
what conflicting, owing to the fact 
that he acknowledged to the police 
when arrested last night that he was 
preparing to make his getaway. It is 
understood that the police are work- 
ing on several angles of the case 
which they want to clear before no- 
tifying the Martinsville authorities to 
come to Danville.

In returning to the foreign valua- 
tion principle, the Senate committee 
majority carried out suggestions of 
President Harding to Congress last 
December for a flexible tariff.

Leviathan Ploughs 
Through Mud, Hits 
Pier, Docks Safely 


Liner 
Reaches 
Newport 


News Exactly on Time, 
But Has Narrow Escape 
at the End. 


NEWPORT NEWS, April 11.—The 


Leviathan 
arrived 
here 
yesterday 


morning exactly on schedule time. 
From a seagoing point of view, the 
trip down the coast from New York 
was uneventful, 
despite an enforced 


two-hour s top off Ambrose Light be- 
cause of a, heavy fog and the fact 
that a light fog enveloped her all the 
way do.vn. 


The last stage of the journey, from 


the, Virginia capes to the shipyard, 
about 2(i miles, a.!one held any terror 
for the navigating officers on board. 
For the greater portion of that dis- 
tance, the keel of the Leviathan was 
scraping the rnud, fir«=t off Hamptoa 
Koads and next oft the James river. 
By taking advantage of a full flood 
tide and free use of the turbines ir 
nard brought her safely to a point off 
the yard exactly on time to a dot— 
8 o'clock. 


It was at this point that thejr almost 


!ost contrl of the big ship, and she 
was saved from damage only by a 
narrow margin. As the Leviathan was 
turned into the pier, with a tide that 
had not quite attained full flood, six 
powerful tugs began shoving her nose 
around. 
She had just begun to re- 


spond to the shove of the tugs, when 
the wind veered and the stern, which 


towered up over the flat surrounding 
country, swung sharply. 


A 38-foot shannel had been dredg- 


ed, fan-shaped, In front of the pier, 
but the ship turned about 90 degrees. 
The engines could not be used, for the 
bow was almost against the pier, and 
the stern was reaching Into the mud 
flats out beyond the docks. 
Before 


the tugs could get to her stern. It had 
brought up against an outfitting ad 
joining pier. . One tug had got Into 
place, and was driving against the 
stern at full speed. 
This, coupled 


with the use of fenders, saved the 
ship from damage when she struck 
the pier. The pier saved the Leviath- 
an from going aground. 
Leaving New Tork without Inci- 


dent, or, as Capt. Bernard said to- 
day, 
"with the least trouble we have 
ever experienced in getting her head- 
ed down the bay," the Leviathan ran 
into' heavy fog banks off Ambrose 
Light vessel. 
Capt. Bernard stopped 


and held her there until the fog lift- 
ed, two hours later. 
The trip from Ambrose Light to 


Cape Henry was without incident. In- 
sofar as navigation was concerned, 
but her engineers did grasp the op- 
portunity thoroughly to test her en- 
gines and she responded to every call. 
Mr. Glbbs had arranged for a steady 
15 knots down the coast. Two hours 
after clearing the fog bank her en- 
gineers began giving her more fcteam, 
and though her log shows only 18 
knots, the engineer in charge of the 
mid-watch said for more than an hour 
the big ship drove along at from 20 
to 21 knots with a steadiness and 
smoothness that clearly indicated that 
the engines have not deteriorated in 
the nearly three years they have re- 
mained idle.

Ex-War Head, Dies 


BERLIN. April 10.—Gen. Erich von 
Falkenhayn. former Minister of War 
and one time Chief of Staff of the 
German army, died Saturday at Wild 
Park, near Potsdam. 


Von Falkenhayn 
was 
appointed 
War Minister of Germany in 1913, 
succeeding Gen. von Herrlngen. Soon 
after the start of the World War he 
was appointed Chief ot the Oeneral 
Staff, 
succeeding Gen. von Moltke, 


who at the time was declared to be 111. 
In August, 1916, von Falkenbayn 
was supplanted by von Hindenburg 
and socn afterward took the field in 
Transylvania against the Rumanians. 
It was said at the time of his removal 
from the post of Chief of Staff, that he 
had been dismissed for urging Em- 
peror William to abandon the Balkan 
campaign and shorten all the German 
lines. 
Falkenhayn defeated the Ruman- 
ians in the campaign of 1916. Later 
he went to Asiatic Turkey, where he 
commanded the Turks. 


Von Falkenhayn was born in 1861 
and was considered one of Germany'* 
dashing commanders.
